liVSaiA'S MOVEMMSTS, 

The outlook ill the oast ia dark indeed. 
Tho cv.nr'a rcvuraiil of tliu ducroo niukiiig 
liatoum » free port ia regarded by Eiif;- 
land and tho uti.or powera as a groas 
breach of faith, which cannot bo Hub- 
mitted to without protest, liusaia'a ex- 
planation thatth? change of oircumatancea 
warrants her action is worthless, fer, if 
anything, the change makes it the more 
necoaaary in tho interest of liuropu tliat 
tho port should remain open. Tho 
obvious intention of Ruseia, therefore, 
ia to establish a quick rail and water 
transportatiou route direct from Odessa 
to Herat. Asfiatoum is the key of thta 
route, it WBuld be very inconvenient to 
have it open to the ships of other nations, 
and it is evidently for this roaaon that the 
port ia not closed to foreigners. It is es- 
timated that nierckarit steamers convey- 
ing troops could make the trip from 
Odeasajto Batouiu in two or three daya. 
Thence by rail to Baku the journey ia 
made in twenty-four hours. From that 
l)oiiit to Kraanovodak by atoainor would 
talio another day, and thonco by ii!,'ht 
drau;;ht linatB up an arm uf tho sea to 
Michuelcivrik. It ia another half day by 
rail to ivizil Arvat, and liio :!0t) milea 
thence to Aikabad would not consHnio 
more than a day. Thus the whole dia- 
tance from Odessa to Askabnd could be 
Hindi' in aliniil hix daya, oxoluaivo of 
trantkn'o. 'i'lio ■.■-.i.omiuii of tho railway 
from iho latter point to .Sarakha and tho 
neighborhood of Herat is only a question 
of time. It in hardly necessary, then, to 
point out further the strategic importance 
of Batoum in case of further Bussian 
aggressions in Asia, and it ia safe to say 
that Knalaiid will nut ([uietly rolimjuish 
the control oi-nr that point ^iven her by 
tho treaty. The inaesiiiK of Hussian troopii 
in Bessarabia has caused much anxiety, 
The Constantinople correspondent of the 
London Chronicle aays that the belief ia 
general in Turkish military circles that 
war between Ruaaia and Austria cannot 
long bo averted. The Rusaiaii govern- 
ment is prusHiiiK Turlioy to pay her in 
deuiuity miiney. A Salonica despatch 
states that Russian agents are swarming 
all over Macedonia. RuHsinn newspapers 
uro urf^int; thuir oovorniiiont to invorvene 
in liulguria unliiss rrinco Alexander be 
speedily deposed, and the European press 
is inclined to regard Russia's action as a 
reply to England's sympathy with Bul- 
Karis. All this is disquieting news, and 
can leave no other impression than that 
the great contest which has been impend- 
ing for several years is, perhaps, near at 
hand. When it does coino P^urope will 
be shaken with a mighty upheaval. 

A BETTER WATER SUPPLY. 

On \\'eclnesi!:iy i.uu. Smith moved the 
first reading of a bylaw 'o provide for the 
raising of a loan uf S7rj,0(>0 to be applied 
to the construction uf a highwator reser- 
voir in tho eastern suburbs. Two of tho 
councillors were opposed to the principle 
f)f tho proposed bylaw. A third, while ap 
proviui,' uf tlui [iriiiciplu, characterized 
till" nioaaiire aa crudn siul apt to inialead 
the ratepayers, who, from the wording of 
one' of the clauses, would imagine that it 
proposed to increase taxation. The re- 
maining six oouncillora supported the 
measure which, after a sharp struggle, 
was sent to committee of the whole. In 
conimittou hia wi.rahii) alao pointed out 
that the bill was calculated to inialead 
.111(1 tho ma jurity (•oiihuiited to an adjourn- 
ment of tiio diMCusaiun for one week. In 
tho meantime the clause complained of 
will be remodeled and ait etlurt made to 
have tho figures of Mr. lieudry as to coat 
checked by local eiiginoors.

>'<e will have an abundant supply of wa- 
ter.

Ilo also at- 
leuipted to tlu-iish Sir C'luirlos, bin ilooideil, 
at Jlrs. Uogur.suu's uutruaty not to do so. 
'Slx-y . Ko^;i!i'soii was lioro rrralli-d. She dt- 
iiii d tho slatemoiits just niado by dipt. 
Foster, ilatlliows tlioii udiUu^sed the jury 
in behalf of the petiti oikt ('rawfovd.whoui 
the lawyer described as the oiiu who em- 
erged clean from amidst this plentiful throw- 
ing oU tho foulest mud. The lawyer ridi 
culed Bilke's reason for remaining silent 
during tho proceds of the trial whou tho re 
was produced against him so sll'OUg ami 
damaging evidence of bestial RdtUtery.

"Doubtless the last spark of shame and 
respect in Mrs. Grawforil expired after 
tJie visits she made to Dilke's house." 
The allegation of conspiracy has ooni- 
plotely failed nnd I auk the jury to en- 
dorse tho judge's (/.■.•/r'e n'r:i made in the 
ftirmer trial. I ask tho jury tu roleaao 
Donald Crawford from the tie which yet 
binds him to a life of shame and miaery . 
(Applause.) 

Sir Waller llilleinoro on bobalf uf tho 
Queen's proctor foUuwiul MatthewH. Sir 
Walter coiitondod that, thoU!.;h tlio wit- 
ncaa Donald Crawford had provod tlial 
hia wife had conimittud adultery with Sir 
Charles, he was not entitled tu a decree 
of divorce from her in the proaont case 
because the oommisBioii of adultery with 
the co-roapondont was tho particular and 
aolo ground on which the decree was 
asked. Crawford might obtain a divorco 
on the ground of his wife's adultery with 
I Oapt. Foster, as shown at the preaont 
trial, but he weuld have to obtain 
it by bringing another actiiui 
in which Capt. Foster wuiild 
ho tho cu-reapomlent. Nut a 
single wituods had sworn cither to seeing 
.Mrs. Crawford gu in or leave !Sir Charles' 
house, althuiigh it was always crowded 
with ofllcials and friends. A vorygentlo- 
manly feeling had restrained Sir Charles 
from going on the stand and testifying 
during the previous trial. There waa u 
dark stain un liis life, ami ho waa llnwilli[l^ 
Sllbil'.it himself tu llie process of an e\:iiii- 
iiiatiou which could bo directed toward 
.Mrs. Ksther Smith, Mrs. Crawford's 
mother. Tho ab.seuco of "Fanuy," Sir 
Walter said, could be similarly accounted 
for. She had daikeuoil her life, and it was 
enough to keep her out of tho witness boxj 
C.'onccrniug Mrs. Crawford, .Sir 
Walter said that the evidence, 
showed that she had been badly 
reared, and that she wa.s a must hold and 
abandoned wuinan. Tin' jury was visiblj' 
impressed by Matthews' crualiiiig uratiun. 
Tho court adjourned till to-morrow, when 
Sir Walter will conclude hia address.

CONtOLIDATED BANK OF CANADA. 

BosTO.v, i\Lis.s., .July 14. — Ah will 
possibly be recalled fce luind, the Oon- 
solidatod iUnk of Oanada some time 
ayo autl'orud a peculiar robbery. It waa 
having jirinted a new issue of bank 
notes, nnd whilo iu the bank building' 
awaitiiiy the sif^nature of the casiiior 
to make tlieni a ler;al tender, ti ]arf,'(i 
bundle of uiiconiploted iplO bills, 
amounting to some ^5,000, 'were stolen 
in a myHt(iriou.H manner. As far a." 
known the thief was never (lotectiul, 
but the iletectiveH having the ea.so in 
hand kept on the look out for tlio bills. 
Lately they have be(!n shovniig up 
with llio cashier's name badly forged 
u])on tbem. Taking up this clue, al- 
though the notes came from all parts 
of the country, the bogus billH were 
traced to Boston, whore the ca.se was 
placed ill the hands of the Unitid 
States authoriLies. 

On Monday a uierohnnt paid in one 
of the bills into hia bank, and a fow 
hours later he waa wailed on by a so- 
crot service agent, who took him into 
custody. lie iirotested against his arj 
rest, Haying lie received the note in 
good I'ailli from .lacob ,\ lexaiuler, a 
money broker doing business at 1 'J 
Slate street here. This morning A le.\:- 
ander waa arrested in his oHice, when> 
a large number of the bills wore found, 
uiui taken before IT. H., GoiniiiiRRioner 
Mallet, 

A lexaiuloi- is i|uite a wealthy man, 
and tnoviis in good society, so his ar- 
rest raiiricd .soniotliiiig akin to a seiiHa- 
tioii. He denied knowing that the bills 
were stolen, but said he believed that 
the Consolidated Bank waa rcspousiblo 
for them. It was proved, however, that 
he kne v ilit ca.shier's name waa forged, 
ami if not the former was a oonnivant 
to the Miitiie. lie also dispusi;d of the 
bilhi at 70 per cent, discount, and .still 
iniule a small profit, showing the low 
ligure he ranst have paid for them 
originally. When he feund u 
customer sufficiently green lie disposed 
of the notes at tlndr su[)poHcil valiit-. 
lie w.nild also give no sati.sfaotory ao- 
eountof how ho came into po-ssession 
of the bills. He was roleaaed on bail 
for the action of the United iSlates 
Circuit Court. 

Only a small number of the bills 
wore recovered, ho having disposed of 
the greater part.

Maodonald said the rtiilway had made the 
Dominiou a great country, not uuly iu our 
own eyes — and we did not think a little of 
onraelves— but in the eyes of the rest of 
the world, and eapeohilly in the eyes of our 
fellow-oountrymeu in Great Britain and 
Irolaud. Instead of being a drag upon the 
empire and a source of danger, Cauatla 
was now foil to bo a Hourco of substuutiul 
filrongtU to its military (orccH. Uo had 
never buou moro conviuciid of this tbim on 
bin last viHit to Kiiglaud, when the projuot 
had bouu warmly cnilor.Med by tlui military 
aud naval uuthoritioH.

and ailid that now troops, cannon and mu- 
uitiouH ol \yiir could bo ciirrifil acioHH the 
continout without the slightest danger of 
interruption. Tho roml had lulik'd im- 
meusely to the security of tho enii)irt! uiid 
to tho security of her Amiitic ])ossoH.sions, 
while greatly beuetiltiug the eouiiiiercial re- 
sources of Canada. Siiuie people had 
stated, aud with soiuo show of reason, that 
the road had been built loo fast — that it 
should huve bceu built more slowly. It 
could not have boon done that way for 
many reasons, the prinoipal of which was 
the carrying out of the agreement with Bri- 
tish Columbia.

When Lord .^iilia 
bury went out of oflice, be left a iiioino- 
randunt fur hia sueceaaor stating what 
would have been done in the matter had 
he remained in power. By the result of 
the late elections either Lord Salisbury 
would return to power or Lord ILtrtin^,'- 
ton would take oihco- In either event he 
believed the arrangRinenl with Lord .Sal- 
iabury would bo carrii'd out, and a tlocl 
of steamers would be built as r jpidly ua 
possible and placed on the Aaiatic route 
oextseason.

llobart I'aalia, aa tlu; impera told, 
■vvhdu tlio Htory of liis death caiiK! 
acroHR tiio wircH, was tlic foiirtli Hon of 
the Duke of Ihickinghani and a diy- 
tingaished naval officer before- ho en- 
tered the Sultan's Borvice "ami rose to 
Malioniinedan honovH and digiiitios 
tliat no Christian had ever before ob- 
tained. During tlie early jjnrt of his 
earPor,'wliile he was still in tlie ICnglish 
aervice, a brother officer of hia was so 
severely wounded that the surgeon an- 
nounced to him the mortal nature of 
the injury. The dying man sent for the 
future Pasha, to whom he was greatly 
attached, and confided to him a secret, 
lie had married a girl of rallier hum- 
ble parentage, and becau.se of his fam- 
ily's opposition the marriage had been 
ooncealed, and the girl rested under a 
stigma.
